68 bodies and the highway patrol 
reported searchers still were dig­ 
ging throu gh the ru bble that once 
was Main street. 
Relief workers 
also hu n ted throu gh fan n in g areas 
devastated by the tornado. 
The list of hospitalized in ju red 
ran between 150 and 300, the pat­ 
rol said, and a score more were 
given only first aid treatmen t. 
Mayor Thomas J. Harrison esti­ 
mated the property damage wou ld 
be at least $2.000.000 here.

Charge His Share- 
The-War Program Is 
Unfair To Farmer

from his share-the-w ar program 
spu rred new efforts in Congress 
today to force su spension of the 
4 0-hou r week and a legislative 
clamp-down on other u nion priv­ 
ileges. 
Legislators generally approved 
the objectives set 
forth in the 
president's 
seven -poin t 
message 
yesterday designed to bring abou t 
an 
“equ ality 
of 
privilege” 
in 
sharin g the w ar bu rden, bu t split 
into confu sed 
and 
qu arrelsome 
blocs 
opposing 
and 
su pporting 
some of the methods proposed. 
The president planned to lay 
his program before the nation in 
a radio address tonight. 
There was sharp criticism in 
Congress 
of 
the 
fact that 
Mr. 
Roosevelt had asked for no labor 
legislation and had approved con­ 
tinu ance of over-time wages for 
war in du stry workers while at the 
same time proposing 
legislative 
lowering of price ceilings on farm 
produ cts. 
Ag ree On Tax es 
Opposition 
developed 
also 
to 
his su ggestion that drastic meas­ 
u res be enacted which wou ld level 
off 
high 
personal 
incomes 
at 
$25,000 a year, after paymen t of 
taxes. Most members agreed with 
his 
recommendations 
for 
dras­ 
tically 
increased 
excess 
profits 
taxation. 
There was general approval of 
an expected order fixing retail 
and wholesale prices and there 
was no objection to a rationing 
of essential commodities. 
Like­ 
wise, the presiden t’s proposal for 
wide-spread volu ntary pu rchases 
of w ar bonds was applau ded. 
Bu t legislators who have been 
championing new labor laws ex­ 
pressed 
dissatisfaction 
at 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s plan to stabilize wages

Gen. Bonesteel 
Takes Command 


W ASHINGTON, 
April 
28—UP) 
—The w ar departm ent announced 
Monday 
that M aj.-Gen. Charles 
H. Bonesteel, commander of the 
American troops in Iceland, has 
taken over the command of all 
forces of the United Nations in 
that northern Atlantic island. 
Bonesteel succeeds M ajor G en­ 
eral Henry Osb orne Curtis of the 
British army, b ut there was no 
indication in the b rief announce­ 
m ent w hether British troops were 
b eing w ithdraw n from Iceland. 
It was recalled, however, that 
b oth President Roosevelt and Sec­ 
retary of W ar Stimson are on 
record as saying it was the pu r­ 
pose of the United States event­ 
ually to take over the garrisoning 
of the island from the British. 
Both of these statements, how ­ 
ever, w ere made last year b efore 
the entry of this country into the 
war. 
Mr. Roosevelt, in announcing on 
July 7 that American naval forces 
had arrived in Iceland said that 


they were there to supplement 
“and eventually 
to replace the 
British forces which have until 
now b een stationed there.” 
A letter from Secretary Stimson 
saying that British troops would 
b e w ithdraw n from Iceland “as 
soon as practicab le” was made 
pub lic on Octob er 16 b y Senator 
Vandenb erg (R-Mich.)

ing of the rev olt among the peo- j 
pies of the occupied countries, and 
the growing reluctance of the oth- ¡ 
er European memb ers of the Hit­ 
lerian pact to continue to sacrifice 
their own people in order to pro­ 
v ide b lood-transfusions for Nazi­ 
dom. 
We see this disposition in 
Rumania and in 
Hungary and, 
what is of greater importance, in 
Italy, which used to b e stroke- 
oar in the fuehrer’s galley until j 
the crack of his whip no longer; 
b rought the old response. 
Italy Tired Of Yoke 
One of the things for us to 
watch, and for Herr Hitler to 
keep a sharp eye on, is the dur­ 
ab ility of that Italo-Nazi alliance. 
As a matter of fact it long has 
b een ob v ious that Italian loyalty 
to the fuehrer isn’t the cement 
which holds the original axis b ro­ 
therhood 
together. 
To 
put 
it 
b luntly, Italy is in much the same 
position as any of the German- 
occupied countries — an unwill­ 
ing wearer of a yoke which thus 
far has b een too heav y to shake 
off. 
It isn’t strange, therefore, to get 
a report from neutral Turkey that 
secret negotiations 
for peace are 
b eing undertaken in Rome with 
the allies. 
Now there may 
or 
may not b e a 
sound b asis for 
this report b ut from 
my own 
knowledge I am confident that 
whether or not the Italians actual­ 
ly 
are feeling ab out for peace, 
they would jump at it if they 
were free to do so. 
Has Drained Italy 
But they aren’t free. 
Hitler’s 
troops hav e their hob -nail b oots 
firmly on Italian soil, and he has 
only to raise his hand to turn 
that ancient country into another 
France. 
He has coolly and ruth­ 
lessly drained Italy of her resour­ 
ces until there is ev en a serious 
shortage of food in some places. 
Mussolini no longer is master in 
his own house, b ut has reached 
the pitch of seeing his land turn­ 
ed into a German military b ase 
ov er which he has little control. 
Actually a great section of the 
Italian people hav e had no stom­ 
ach for the German game from 
the start. 
I know from personal 
inv estigation in Italy that they ab ­ 
horred Hitler’s doctrines and were 
immeasurab ly 
shocked 
b y 
such 
acts as persecutions of the chur­ 
ches and the Jews. Thus it was 
with the utmost misgiv ings and 
reluctance, that apart from the 
fanatical young Fascists, they fol­ 
lowed II Duce on what has prov ­ 
ed to b e a disastrous gamb le. 
Back To Royal Family 
Long ago the people b egan to 
swing from the once hypnotic per­ 
sonality of Mussolini b ack to the 
old king and the royal family. 
The monarchy once more is the

ST. LOUIS, April 28 —(JP)—'The 
gov ernment has issued an ultimat­ 
um that it “will take ov er” unless 
automob ile “grav eyard” owners in 
Missouri, southern Illinois, A rkan­ 
sas and Louisiana sell their scrap 
b y May 9 and get it mov ed to 
consuming mills within 60 days. 
The order was announced last 
night b y George J. Dev ine, region­ 
al manager for the automob ile 
section 
of

b oard. He spoke b efore a meeting 
of representativ es of steel mills, 
foundries and scrap dealers. 
Dev ine asserted letters would b e 
sent today to 19 9 8 grav eyard own­ 
ers and 29 2 dealers in the midwest 
asking them to comply with the 
program. 
“The gov ernment is not satis­ 
fied with the results 
of 
scrap 
iron dealers and grav eyard own- 
ners in mov ing junk cars,” De- 
v ine stated, “and a driv e to speed 
up production of scrap in midwest 
south central areas has b een in­ 
stituted.”

has 
ordered 
scrap dealers to b id a fair price 
for the entire contents of auto­ 
mob ile grav eyards, with the ex­

Urge Farmers 
To Build More 
Storage Room 


Wickard Tells Them 
They Must Face 
Tough Problems 


ENID, Okla, April 28—(¿P)—-The 
nation’s wheat farmers were urg­ 
ed today b y Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Claude R. Wickard to start 
b uilding more farm 
storage at 
once and told that future produc­ 
tion goals limited to 40,000,000 
acres for flour milling might b e 
necessary to maintain parity. Ex­ 
cess wheat would go to industrial 
and feed uses. 
“It is no news to you,” the 
cab inet memb er told an interstate 
farm audience in an address pre­ 
pared for deliv ery today, just 
fi\ e 
days 
b efore 
the 
national 
wheat quota referendum for the 
current crop, that “wheat farmers 
face some of the tougest prob lems 
in American agriculture.” 
“Storage space is already crowd­ 
ed. 
We hav e a year’s require­ 
ments of wheat 
on 
hand and 
v , ith the kind of yields in pros­ 
pect, there will b e a tremendous 
shortage in storage capacity for 
the country.” 
“With 
terminals ov ercrowded, 
no steel or other necessary ma­ 
terials av ailab le for new elev a­ 
tors, and no chance to squeeze 
through b y utilizing b ox cars for 
storage as was done last year, 
there is only one way out —farm 
storage.” 
A sev en cents per b ushel storage 
allowance will b e av ailab le if the 
quota system is continued, Wick­ 
ard said 
While it is the war duty 
of 
American 
farmers 
to 
produce 
more than ev er b efore, hit or miss 
expansion won’t do, Wickard said. 
“Farmers would delay v ictory b y 
growing things that are not need­ 
ed.” 
“This is where marketing quo­ 
tas come in.” 
He reiterated statements of a 
year ago that no loans on wheat 
could b e made unless the quotas 
are approv ed May 2. 
American Way Better 
Pointing out that in other wheat 
surplus nations prices 
to produc­ 
ers were much under those to co­ 
operating American farmers, he 
estimated that with loans and pay­ 
ments the latter would get about 
$1.25 per b ushel this year. 
Those who look b ack to the 
$2 and $3 wheat of the first World 
War and think that with a b igger 
war. more demand for wheat will 
dev elop, reason faultily, Wickard 
said. Then the United States was 
the great exporting nation. 
Now 
Canada, Australia and Argentina 
hav e surpluses. 
Nor is shipping 
av ailab le now as it was then. 
Ev en after the war, the secre­ 
tary added, America’s share of 
the world wheat trade likely will 
b e small and will b e disposed of 
at a price under parity.
